This, ftrangers (if 
any there be who are ftrangers to the melancholy caufe of our affem- 
bling together) may colleét from the numerous ‘attendance to which 
we are witnefles. They will. naturally fuppofe that it muit be a cha- 
racter of extraordinary eminence:and merit which could call forth 
fuch a large and re{peétable company of mourners. Nor will they be 
deceived: For it is the great and: good Dr. Price whofe obfequies we 
are celebrating. , When -I fay. the great and good Dr. Price, 1 {peak 
language that will not be fulpeéted to have the leaft tinéture of | flat- 
tery.: For I {peak language the truth of which will be felt by all who 
have formed a juft ellimate of his excellent writings; by all who have 
difcernment and {pirit enough to value the warmeft exertions for the 
beft interefis of mankind ; and by all who have had the opportunity 
of being acquainted with his real worth. : ae 

In the courle of a liberal and learned education, it was.not to com- 
paratively trifling objetts that our deceafed friend diretted his princi- 
pal attention, tHe was not infenfible to the elegancics ‘of literature ; 
but his chief view was to lay a foundation for folid knowledge, by an 
application to fciences of the nobleft kind. It was on the great and 
fundamental principles and obligations of morality, on the higher 
fpecies of mathematics, on the fublimer parts of natural philofophy, 
on the true hafis of government, and en the queftions which relates 
to the eflential welfare and dignity of man, that his itudies were ent- 
ployed: And in the profecution of thefe fludies, he not only enriched 
his own mind, but was enabled to become of eminent fervice to hus 
country, and to the world, | 
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By his moral writings he has laboured, with diftinguifhed ability, 
to build the fcience of Ethics on an immutable bafis: And what he 
has advariced on the fubje€t will always ftand high if eftimation, as 
one of the ftrongeft efforts of human reafon in favour of the fyftem 
he has adopted. For myfelf, I {cruple not to fay, that I regard the 
treatife seferred to as a rich treafure of valuable information, and as 
deferving to be ranked among the firft productions of its kind. With 

. to the other ethical works of our friend; every one muft ad- 
mire, the zeal, and earneftnefs, and ftrength with which he endeay- 
ours to Jead men into pious views of God, of Providence and of Pray- 
er, and to promote the exercife of devout and amiable difpofi- 
ons. 

In confequence of Doétor Price’s ? pte knowledge in mathe- 
matical caleulations, he was qualiffed, at a particular crifis, for bein 
of finguolar atility to his fellow citizens. A number of f{chemes for 
infurance of lives, and the benefit of furvivorfhip, were rifing up in 
different parts of this Metropolis, and promifing mighty advantages to 
thofe who embarked in them. The fuperftru@ure was pleafing to the 
eye, but the foundation was hollow and deceitful. If they had been 
area in, they would have been fucceeded by the moft ruinous ef- 
ets. The widows and orphans who looked up to them for fupport, 
would, in the end, have been plunged into poverty and diftrefs. And 
thefe fchemes would have been perfifted in, and have been carried to 
an enormous éxcefs, had not the benevolence of our friend urged him 
to apply his peculiar knowledge in the inveftigation of the calculations 

on which they were built. By his wifdom and his labours, by being 
eves to thofe that were blind in underftanding, he difpelled the delu- 
fron, and thus was of unfpeakable benefit to thoufands of families. In 
this refpect he delivered the poor that would have cried, and the fath- 
erlefs, whom there would have been none to help. The blefling of 
thofe who might otherwile have perifhed came upon him ; and he has 
g ven caufe to many a widow's heart, that knew him not, to fing for 
oy .* 

‘ ‘But it-was got in this inflance alone that his great knowledge in 
calculations, reverftons, and compound intereft, was eminently ufetul. 
While we omit to mention the many private cafes im which he was 
confulted, and wherein he performed much fervice to thofe who 
fought his advice, gratitude will not allow us to forget the ability and 
{pirit with which he awakened the attention of his countrymen to that 
grand political objeét, the redudtion of the national debt. It was his 
wifdom that dire@ed to the’beft plan for aceomplifhing a purpofe in which 
the welfare, perhaps the falvation, of the Britifh Empire is fo deeply 
concerned. With him, itwas that the feheme of the prefent minifteris 
underftood to have originated: And it is fervently to be wifhed that 
there ge always be that clear underflanding, and genuine integrity, 
in the ruling powers, together with that anxiety for preferving the 

he defign into 


resin 2 of peace, which fhall enable them to carry t 

full effect. 
If we did not live in a venal age, it would be unneceffary to fay, 
that in all thefe things Docter Price was perfettly difinterefted ; that 
he

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he a€ied without fee orreward. His fole aim was to do geod; and 
in making this his fole aim, he could not avoid reaeiving an ample 
recompence in the con{cioufnefs of his benevolent intentions and ex- 
ertions. ' ‘i 

On the political writings in general of our venerable friend, it would 
be impoffible to enlarge upon this occafion, in any degree that is pro- 

rtioned to their importance. What they are is well known to us; 
and it is equally well known how widely they have been diffeminated, 
what comtroverfies they have raifed, and whateffeéts they have produced. 
Even thofe who moft differed from him in principle, were forced to 
acknowledge the integrity and good intentions by which he was aétu- 
ated. But to eommend haa only for his integrity and good intentions 
is feeble praife. It is not the praife with which I°fhall be contented. 
The higheft applaufe is-dueto him for the large and noble views that 
animated his condu@. He wasa fincere, an ardent, and an enlight- 
ened_friend to civil and religious liberty, The diffufion of civil and 
religious liberty, in their utmoft extent, was the wifh and joy of 
his heart. Is at then to be wondered at, that, with the zeal and 
talents which God had given him, he fhould be remarkably aétive 
in promoting fo infinitely valuable an end? He gloried in promot- 
ing it, by his various produétions, and hrs perfonal influence; and 
in fo doing he was equally infpired by a love to his country, and 
a love to mankind; I repeat it, that he was equally infpired by a love 
to his country, and a love to mankind; for that he fervently wifhed for 
the profperity of Great Britain, on the beft foundations, as well.as for 
the univerfal prevalence of knowledge, virtue, freedom, and happinefs.. 
is evident from the whole tenor of his life. It was only from a love to 
his country that he was fometimes induced to deliver fentiments, which, 
' though they might be offenfive to the pride of the nation, were, in 
his judgment, important and falutary truths. 

So extenfive was the conviétion of Dr. Price’s abilities and worth, 
and fo warm the approbation of his exertions inthe caufe of liberty, 
that perhaps there never was a private perfon who reccived fo mtany 
marks of publicefteem. It would be impracticable to enumerate them. 
England, the United States of America,»France, do all concur in tef- 
tifying the ample honours that were beftowed upon him. Through- 
out the whole of France he was regarded with a vencration and aftec- 
tion that cannot be expreffed. The patriotic inhabitants of that king- 
dom have conferred upon him the title of ‘‘ The Apoftle of Liberty ;” 
and whatever ignorance and prejudice may think, it is a glorious title : 
For furely todefend and promote the civil and facred rights of man- 
Kind is one of the nobleft employments of human ability. 

All the attachment that was fhewn to him on the part of France, 
was fully repaid on his fide. In his laft painful illnefs, the principal 
thing that he heard of with pleafure, was good news-from that cour- 
try. Indeed, the joy which he derived from the French Revolution 
has been ftroagl difplayed to the public; and it has occafioned a dif. 
- cuffion that will only tend to the deteat of the enemies of freedom, 
May I never poffefs the head or the heart of thofe who do not exult 
in the emancipation of twenty-five millions of people from a wretch- 
ed tyranny and defpotifm ; in the diffufion of equal happinefs an. sn 


fuch numbess of men ; and in the profpe& which is now af ¢rded of 
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the gradual melioration, and the growing, perhaps, too, the rapid im. 
provement of the flate ot the world.in general ! Amidit the flrange ec- 
centricities and obliquities of the human, underitanding, we have feen 
it to be poflible for the. Revolution in France to be attacked ,by all 
the power of genius, by all the richnefs.of imagery, and by ail the luf. 
tre of flowery aad diverfified Ianguage ;.-but the moft. briiliant.eflorts 
of this kind are‘no more than the corufcations of:.the northern lights, 
wh ich diverge into a thoufand lines, and entertain the eye. with their 
Various appearances ; but which. at beft, prefent only a {plendid con- 
tufion, and foon end jn total darknefs; ‘tn 

? While our friend was employed en fuch great objetts,-let it not be 
fauppofed that he neglected the duties of his profeflion; for nothing 
would be more contrary to truth than. fuch a. Juppofition. No-ane 
could be more faithful and.zealous than he was in the difcharge-of the 
faéred offices whith belonged to him asa Chriflian .Minifter., As a 
Paftor, his conduét was highly exemplary. His , preparatory. labours 
for'the pulpit, were.the refult of great care, elofe thought, and devoit 
reflection. And when he did appear in the pulpit, words caw kcarce- 
ly do juftice to the advantage with: which he appeared there, , This 
advantage did not arife from any {ludied arts of addre!s, but trom gens 
wine unafleéted picty and goodnefs,. His devotions were accompanied 
with an humility and fervour that powerfully engaged every well dil- 
pofed heart; and his fermons were peculiarly infirudlive, improving, 
and interefting. Indeed, as a moral and practical preacher, he was al- 
moft withoutexample. ‘There was afimplicity, a ferioufnefs, an, en- 
ercy, in his dilcourfes, that made his. hearers ftrangly feel the beauty 
and excellence of virtue, and the deformity and hatefylnefs of vice. 
Hence he acquired a popularity that was the gradual reward of fub- 
flantial worth, and which is far more debrable than the reputation 
proceeding from the glare of outward. embellifhments ; a popularity 
that is moft durable in its nature, and the moft peaceful and pleafant 
in the enjoyment, tars 

Tt was an addition to Dr. Price’s ufefulnefs as a minifter of religion, 
that he had acquired fo much celebrity asa public. man. ,Hence -ma- 
ny, at leaft oetafion’lly, attended upon him, who might otherwife not 
have fought for the initruéiion and improyement to be derived front 
his labours iii the pulpit. What he was as a praciical Preacher may 
be learned, by thofe who never heard him, trom feveral of his printed 
difcourfes, and efpecially from his two fermons en the Security and 
Happinefs of a virtuous Courfe, which deferve to be impreffed on ev- 
ery heart, and which exhibit.a juft and firiking piéture of his own 
well-regulated mind; ‘of his own firong participation of the energies 
of gooduels, ; ; : 

Indeed, what crowned the whole of his charafler, was its being an 
aflemblage of the moft amiable and. excellent private virtues. His pi- 
ety was fencere, humble, and fervent; his foul pure and elevated ; his 
views difinterefted and noble. lis manners were mild’ and gentle; 
and*what particularly diftinguifhed them, was their unaffeéted. fimplt- 
city.. “Fhis was apparent in the whole of his behaviour; it {truck ev- 
ery beholder ;. it recommended him to the love and eteem of all who 
eoaverfed with him, ‘lo intrigue, to art, to cone¢almeut, he was a

Herfedt Rranger : He always looked and {poke what his feelings diéta- 
ted; and his teelings were ever on the fide of integrity and liberty, of 
hifmanity and benevolence. 

. You are fenfible that 1 am now upon atopic on which, with the 
ftriéteft truth, 1 might greatly enlarge; but I reftrain myfelf. Your 
own hearts have already fuggefted more than I can exprefs; Dr. Price 
had no enemies, but fuch as were enemies to his public principles ; 
and among thofe, who differed the oft from him in this refpect, ma- 
tiy were ns zealous and affeétionate admirers. 

It would be impoflible to do juftice to the number and refpeétability 
of his friends. His friends were of the firft diftinétion for rank, and 
knowledge, and virtue. They comprehend sthe names which at pref- 
ent ftand, or lately have ftood, the higheft in the records of feience, 
of learning, of freedom, and of nioral worth. With regard to his fu- 
ture fame we miay fay, in the language of Sacred Writ, that his mem- 
ory will be bleifed. It will be honoured by all who knew him; it 
will be Kotioured in this country ; it will be honoured in America; it 





“at will be honoured in Frarice: it will be honoured in every part of 


the globe, in proportion to the diffufion cf juft fentiments concerning, 
the rights of hunian nature. The applaufe of his talents and his vir- 
utes will be tranfmitted to future ages; and he will be united 
in the fame catalogué with the Lockes, and the Hoadlys, and the moft 
eminent benefactors of mankind; . 

But will the honours which appertain to our beloved friend be con- 
firied to this world alone? Ne; he will, we doubt not, be crowned 
with the approbation of the Supreme Judge in the great day of retri- 
bution, It was:not to this interior {cene that his views were limited. 
He was not one of thofé who entertain the gloomy expeétations of 
perifhing at death, but had a firm hope of immortality. His hope was 
grounded, in a {fpecial manner, ori the evidence of the Gofpel. With 
that evidence he was well acquainted; with that evidence he was ful- 
ly fatisfied; that evidence he gladly embraced. Indeed, it is our no- 
blelt confolation that we have, from the declarations, and from the 
refurreétion of the Lord Jefus Chriff, fuch demonftrable affurances of 
eternal life. This truth is our glory and om jy ; it iS the prime cir- 
cymftance upon which the genuine dignity of human mature depends, 
Hénce d'd Doétor Prive derive his faireft fupports; and hereby was he 
animated iu all his conftant and vigorous endeavours for the advance 
ment of truth and virtue, and the final happinefs of man, 3 

Thus living, thus dying, and thus entitled to eternal bleffedncfs, 
what fhould be our aim in contemplating upon his charaéter? The 
beft improvement we can make of our refle¢tiows upon it, is to pro- 
pofe the’graces by which it was diftinguifhed, as models for our imi- 
tation. The lite of fuch a man is an inftru€ive feffon of goodnets, 
and fhould infpire us with the emulation of treading in the famie fteps, 
It may not be in our power to rife to the like public fervices, or to 
come near him in out intellectual attainments. But every one of us, 
by the blefling of God on our attention to our duty, our vigilance, 
and feif-government, tay follow the example of his private virtues. 
This fhoutd be our ambition ; and in the exercife of fuich a temper we 
thall render the affe€ting event of his death an in{trument of promot- 
ing-eur endichs fekcity. 
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We know not how foorn we may be depofited in this place, or in 
fome other cemetery. It is not many weeks fince Doétor Price ftood 
upon this very ground, at the funeral of a beloved: friend, and not far 
from thé remains of a wife who had poffeffed and deferved his tender- 
eft affection. He was deeply affected. on the occafion, and it was the 
laft religious fervice, of a public nature, that he ever performed, 

Here, too, on a day of unfavourable weather, he laid the foundation of 
the diforder that accelerated his deceafe. When the prefent Speaker, 
and the prefent Hearers, fhall follow him, is known only to the Su- 
preme Difpofer of Events: Our grand bufinefs is to be always pre- 
pared ; in which cafe it will be well with us im life, well with us: in 
death, and well with us for ever. Amen.
